A angie guard at the county jail last night 
held back four men and prevented « Guring 
jail délivery,; While he was beaten almost into 
ineensibllity | by thé butt of a revolver. Of 
four attempted escapes within a year this 
one came nearest to being a sulccess. 

Aa the four prisoners fought desperately to 
everpower the guard fifty other men, all of 
whom might have gone to the assistance of 
their fellow prisoners, shouted and sang in 
oréer to drown the noise of the fight and pre- 
vent the other guards from coming to the 
rescue. A’ “trusty” gave the alarm, and 
the attempted escape was throttled. Thre» 
shots from the gun were fired in the struggle, 
but ne one was struck. A. steel caw was 
taken from the men. 


Men Who Tried to Escape. - 


The escape whs planned and attempted 


by the following men: 

Vrank O'Neill, under indictment for two 
robberies. Reosived at jail July 5. Batl 
fixed at $10,000,

J © Clinten, former convict, from 
Ohio state penitentiary et Columbus, 
where he broke prison. Under indict- 
ment for burglary, Received May 20, 
Bail fixed at $6,000, 

Robert Schultz, held on charge of mur- 
dering Jacob Goodman at 436 South 
Clark street on May 5. Received May 17. 

The guard who prevented the delivery 
wae Cornelius Gullivan: He was beaten over

Occurs During Exercise Hour. 

The attempted delivery took place shortly 
After T o'clock, on the fourth Goor of the jail. 
‘The prisoners on that tier are giver an hour, 
from 7 to 8 o'clock, to exercise in the “ bull 
pen“ on that floor. John Polaschek, guard 
of the fourth tier, wae let into the pen by 
Sullfvan, who is « guard of the third tier. 
Polaschek had the lbeys to thé cells, but not 
to the pen and the corridors.

Sul- 
ivan hed opened the door to let him out when 
ene of the men grasped Polaschek's arms 
and held him. The others fumped on Sul- 
livan, hitting him with their filets and with

Plan of the Men. 

The plan of the men wase-to overpower the 
guards, get the corridor keys, pase out of the 
pen, and, while two of the men cowed the 
guarde with the revolver, theother two would 
gaw their way out of one of the windows on 
the second tier. From there a ten foot drop 
would put them in Illinois street. . 

Before other guards had come to the resone 
one prisoner had torn the keys from Sulll- 
van's grasp. When the men taw the alarm 
had been sounded, they gave up efter firing 
several shota, but not at the guards. 

Polaschek wes released. Sullivan wes 
pulled awey from the four men, and the door 
wee locked. Then a telephone call was sent 
to Jailer Will T. Davia, who hed returned 
three houre earlier from his vacation and 
had not been at the jail. 

Jailer Davies finally got the men to go to 
their own cells from O'Conmer’e cell, where 
‘they had taken refuge and had been locked. 


Finally Return to Celle, 

The celle will be searched amd the men 
will be questioned about the receipt of the 
revolver and the saw. 

Jetier Davies suid if the men had been suc- 
cessful in breaking through the guards the 
entire tier of men might have escaped. The 
guards have no firearms with which te pro- 
teot themeelves and the prisoners thought 
they would be able to keep them at bay with 
their gun.

A Chicago court goon will decide whether 
or not a man is entitled to a rebate on the 
marriage fee he pays the minister if the 
bride refuses to Hve with him. The court 
also will be called on to decide whether or 
not the minister can charge $1 a year interest 
on the $2.50 fee es long aa it remains unpeid. 

The Rev. R. Lane, 1460 South State street, 
has brought up these questions in legal pro- 
ceedings to collect §7 from a George Traylor, 
for whom he performeda perfectly good mar- 
riage ceremony more than four years ago. 

Traylor has put his case In the hands of 
the Legal Aid society, and will fight the min- 
ister’s claim.

Mr. Smith declares that he had already 
stopped his machine to fix his light when he 
was arrested. 


Arrested While Fixing Lamp.

City Has 2,250,000 Rodents; 
Each Eats Dollar a Year. 


Use Dark Lantern and Prong Nightly 
in Loop Basements. 


The campaign against the invasion of the 
rat, which has been agitated especially in 
western coast cities, has spread to this city. 
Agitators of the Chicago fight assert the 
campaign will be waged from an economic 
rather than from a health standpoint, as the 
danger from the plegue and other diseases 
carried by rats is not imminent here. 

The annual expense to Chicago from the 
ravages of the rat amounts, it Is claimed, 
to nearly $3,000,000. This does not include 
the expense of fighting it, which in a large 
city amounts to a big sum, nor the cost 
from fires started by rodents, It is the 
amount of food the rats eat. 

There are said to be about 2,250,000 rats in 
Chicago, a rat for practically every tnhab- 


a contract with a professional rat catcher to 
keep his place clear of the rodents. The 
large hotels have their experts, who make 
nightly rounds of their basements and lower 
floors. : 


Hire Professional Catchers. 


These professional rat catchers are often 
paid from $200 to $600 a year. It is said one 
Chicago restaurant, whose kitchen windows 
are om a bevel with an alley, cannot get rid 
of the rodents. The windows must be kept 
open for ventilation, and the rats run along 
the alley and drop into the buflding. 

Hach rat in a year eats food to the value of 
60 cents to $2. The cost of keeping the rats 
tn the city te greater then fn thecountry, and 
some restaurant keepers assert each rat wil] 
eat or spoil food to the value of $5 a year,

multiplies with fabulous speed. The average 
litter of the brown rat. the variety that m- 
fests Chicago and other cities of America, is 
not less than ten, according to scientists. 

As many es twenty-three have been found 
in a litter. Practically afl rets breed before 
they are 3 monthg old. They breed from 
three to five times a year and bring forth a 
Ittter of from six to nineteen. It ts figured 
that one pair of rats will in five years in- 
crease to 940,360,909,1652, if all survive, and 
if there are an equal number of male and 
female born. The number of rats in Chicago 
is said to be increasing each year. 


Tells How to Get Rid of Them. 


The increasing number of rats all over 
the country has attracted the attention of 
the public health and Marine hospital service 
of the United States. In the public health 
reports of the service, issued this week, Dr. 
William Colby Rucker, assistant surgeon 
general, outlines the best means for extermi- 
nating the rodents. The measures include 
rat slaughter by poisons, traps, shooting, 
clubbing, and other forms of violence, and by 
the use of their natural enemies, cats, dogs, 
and ferrets; rat eviction by destroying the 
rodent habitations and through rat proofing 
buildings; rat starvation, through the proper 
disposal of edible refuse and the rat proofing 
of food supplies. 

The rat catchers who work in the loop sel- 
dom resort to animals, however. Their ap- 
paratus consists of a dark lantern; a long 
pair of sharp prongs, and a receptacle for 
placing the pronged rat. They work at night 
time exclusively. The rat’s light vision is 
poor. When the light is suddenly thrust in 
its eyes (t cannot see the prong and is un- 
able to escape it.

Mrs. Helen Bauman and 
Daughter Relate Murder- 
ous Attack of Gang. 


BOTH WOUNDED BY SHOTS 


Five Men Break In Window and 
Chased Them About House; 
Found by. Police. 


An extraordinary story of how they had 
been attacked in the night by five armedané4 
maeked men in their residence and then pur- 
sued through the house while the invaders 
repeatedly discharged their pistols at them 
was told to the police yesterday by Mra. 
Helen Bauman and her daughter, Elizabeth, 
a girl of 17.- The girl and the woman had 
been found on the floor of their apartment 
suffering from wounds which they said 
thelr assailante had inflicted. Mrs. Bauman 
carried the marks of two bullets. Her 
daughter had been shot in the arm. : 

Mrs. Bauman declared that she and her 
daughter had been asleep in a bed chamber 
adjoining a parlor, in which a ight was 
burning when, without warning, the five men 
knocked in a screen on one of the windows 
and entered. Mrs. Bauman, who says she ia 
a light sleeper, declares that she was awak- 
ened by the disturbance and immediately 
began to scream. Her cries awoke her 
daughter, who diso began crying out in 
terror. 

William Bauman, a son of the injured 
woman, notified the police last night he will 
pay $500 reward to any one furnishing evi- 
demce resulting in the arrest and conviction 
of the men who committed the outrage. 


Mother Screams; Shot At, 


“Ag soon as we began to cry ox,” said 
Mrs, Bauman, “al of the men got out pis- 
tole. ‘Stop that racket,’ said one of the 
men, ‘or we'll get you.” I was so terribly 
frightened that I could not stop screaming 
and when I did-not do so the men began 
shooting at us. 

“ There is a telephone in another room and 
in my fright I leaped out of bed and ran 
toward it. I had intended to telephoneto the 
police, but when I got to the instrument I re- 
membered that it wag one of those ‘ tick- 
tick ’ phones and that I had no nickel. 

“ A@ I stood there wondering what in the 
world I should do ohne of the men came 
toward me and begam shooting. ‘Noonecan 
telephone here and live,’ he shouted. I still 
kept fumbiing with the instrument in the 
hope that the operator might hear me, and 
as I did so the man began shooting at me. I 
them ran to the other end of the corridor, 
The man followed, shooting at me repeatediy. 


Daughter Wounded; She Faints. 


“My daughter elso tried to reach the tele- 
phone, but before she could do so another of 
the men shot at her and the bullet struck her 
in the wrist. She fell on the floor uncon- 
scious after giving a last loud scream and 
juat as she did a0 the other man again opened 
fire on me. I felt a sharp pain in my shoulder

CLAUDE ALLEN FOUND GUILTY

Hillsville, Va., Bandit Had Already 
Been Convicted in Second Degree for 
Slaying Judge Massie. 


Wytheville, Va., July 27.—Claude Allen, one 
of the Hilleville outlaws,was today convicted 
of murder in.the first degree for the killing of 
Commonwealth Attorney Willlam M. Foster. 
At a former trial he was found guilty of mur- 
der in the second degree for the killing of 
Judge Thornton L. Massie. 

Claude Alien is the second one of the Allen 
clan to be convicted of first degree murder, 
his father, Floyd Allen, being the other.

‘Supreme Court Rules Against In- 


- Junction of Taft Men. 


T. R, ELECTORS ON TICKET. 


New Party Born in Utah; Action in 
Other States. 


Oyster Bay, July 27.—[{Specia!.]—Roosevelt 
electors will go on the Republican ticket in 
Kansas. The Supreme court of the state so 
ruled today. Col. Roosevelt, in commenting 
on the result tonight, was jubilant. 

* That is fine,"’ exclaimed. the colonel. 
am proud of what Kansas is doing.” 

‘ The Kansas Supréme court handed down 
a décision. sustaining, Judge C, E, Branine of 
Harvey county in dismissing the injunction 
suit brought by the Taft forces to prevent 
county clerks from printing the names of the 
Roosevelt electors on the Republican ballots. 

The court held that the questions involved 
were political in their nature and the wrongs 
complained of were of a kind for which the 
courts are not authorized to grant reltfef. 


Important Bearing on Party. 

Col. Roosevelt said the ruling would have 
an important bearing upon the affairs of the 
new party. William Allen White, one of the 
Kansas signers of the call for the National 
Progressive convention, sent a telegram to 
Col. Roosevelt, which the latter exhibited. 

**Our Supreme court victory for Roosevelt 
electors,’’ Mr. White wired, “ has helped to 
clear the situation in this state. I believe it 
should be given publicity.all over the coun- 
try. Our Supreme coirt is @ strong court. 
and its decisions will command respect the 
country over.” 

Mr. White wired that he regarded as exce!- 
lent the ‘prospects for a victory in the primary 
soon to be held in Kansas. 


Settlement of Contests. 

The provisional national committee of the 
National Progressive party probably will 
take the helm when the representatives of 
the new party assemble in Chicago next 
month for the convention and decide what 
delegates are entitled to seats.

CALLS CONTESTS “FAKE.” 


Republican Manager Says Roose- 
velt Men Voluntarily Dropped 
160 of Them. 


New York, July 27.—Charles D. Hifles, 
chairmen of the Republican national com- 
mittee, gave out a statement today as fol- 
lows: 

“The only possible juetification of the 
avowed efforts of the third term party lead- 
ers to induce the Republican electors in at 
least six states to betray their trust and 
cast their votes in the électoral college for 
ex-President Roosevelt would be the truth 
of the charge that President Taft wae nomi- 
nated by the fraudulent. seating of a euffi- 
cient number of delegates to affect the choice 
of the national convention. 

“There ts ho truth whatever in that 
charge. Mr. Roosevelt and his associates 
know there is no truth in it, but they have 
been attempting, by vociferation and reitera- 
thon, to becloud the fact that they have no 
proof to offer. They would drown out all at- 
‘tempts to establish the truth by persistent 
cries of ‘ thief‘ and ‘ fraud.’ 


Calls 160 Contests “Fake.”’ 

“The third term party is the self-confessed 
sponsor for 160 ‘fake’ contests, by which it 
attempted to secure fraudulent control of the 
national convention, and now ik has the 
temerity to aek the American public to be- 
lieve that in the rematning seventy-cigt 
contests the right was all on its side. 

“ Of the 238 contests which Mr. Roosevelt 
orviered to be brought before the national 
committee, hie political managers volun- 
tarily abandoned 160, and one of his presse 
agents announced that these contests were 


- instituted solely for ‘ psychological effect’ 


and in order that the table of delegates elect- 
ed might not reveal the large majority of 
legitimately elected delegates instructed for 
President Taft. 

“This gross misrepresentation of the Re- 
publican party has attained proportions far 
greater tham a factional quarrel. Were the 
chargee true it would be a national scandal. 
For that reason the proper authorities have 
caused to be prepared a complete review of 
all the controverted cases, a review which ft 
is the duty of every loyal American to read. 


Resume Due Tomorrow. 

“A résumé of this will, be published more 
or less fully in the newspapers of Monday 
morning, and copies of the complete state- 
ment will be available to all who write for 
them to. the Republican national committee 
at ite headquarters in the Times building 
in New York City. The document furnishes 
all the facts in every contest. :

Rid of Gen. Terauehi. net | 
FRISCO TOWN FOR GRUB. 

PEKING, July 27.—One hundred and twen- ' 
ty-six Coreans, 100 of them Christians, were 
tortured in conmection with their trial for thé 
alleged conepiracy to kill Gen. Terauchi, the 
Japantse governor general of Corea, accord- 
ing to eyewitnesses; Among. the prisoners 
so treated were five pastors, six elders, eignt 
deacons, and vine church kadera, The mea- 
jority of the others were Christian college 
students. 

All the accused men said that their so-called 
confessions were wrung from them -by the | 
most cruel treatment. They were hung up by 
the thumbs, stretched on the rack and burned 
with irons in the secret preliminary police 
trial, One student testified in open court: 
“Tl saw a man showly killed before my eyes.”’ 
Another said: ‘‘ They made me unconscious 
thrice.”’ 

_ Interpreters Distort Evidence. 

Informants say the court interpreters dis- 
tort the evidence, translating incorrectly and 
omitting evidence objectionable to the prose- 
cution. Whenever. the accused say “torture” 
the interpreters translate it as ‘‘persuasion.”’ 
When the attorney for the defense protested 
against the incogrect translation the judge 
said: ‘“ It doesn't matter.” 

Some days before the trial! six of the stu- 
dents were deported to Quelpart isiand. In 
explaining this move the Official Gazette said 
these men were found innocent, but were 
deported for public safety. 

Although American missionaries have not 
been arrested, the formal indictment against 
the etudents charges leading mssionaries 
with being accomplices in teaching studenta 
assassination, in the distributing of .revolv- 
ers, and in informing the students tele- 
graphically of the governor mageeet 8 move- 
ments.

Churchill has thus produced strangely 
mixed feelings, especially among his fellow | 
Liberals. On the one hand horror of anin- 
crease in armaments and hatred and dread of 
War were shown in the stony silence with 
which the Liberals listened throughout 
Churchill's skillful and daring appeal to arm 
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Huge Panama 
Restaurant Sets an 
Example. 


against Germany. 


And yet, on the other hand, except for the 
small “peace at any price’’ minority, the 
bulk of the Liberals voted, unwillingly, but 
solidly, to profess friendship for further arm- 
aments. 


Further Proof of Obsession. 

This feeling of inevitably and almost de- 
Spairfully bowing before an adverse fate is 
increased by the want of all prospect of a | 
dimninution of naval burdens in future years, 
everything, on the contrary, pointing to their 
further and further expansion. 

Another proof of the obsession in the Eng- 
lish mind of German aggression is given by 
the response from the Tories to the latest 
naval increases, for they demand even more 
gigantic preparations than Churchill offers. 

Thus we have the spectacle of two great 
nations being apparently dragged unwilling- 
ly, but inevitably, into an abyss of ruinous 
armaments and such exasperating national 
feeling as ultimately makes war possible on 
the smallest provocation. 

The radical and labor sections proposed as 
an alternative to this outburst of universal 
jingoism the breaking away by England from 
entente with Rugsia and France as the provo- 
cation’ to Germany which created the great 
German fleet. This alternative was rejected 
with equal decisiveness, Sir Edward Grey, 
secretary for foreign affairs, and Premier 
Asquith declaring with emphasis that Eng- 
land must cultivate alliances as counterpolse 
to Germany's triple al'iances. 

Canadians in London, 

Meantime, this circle of fierce arming 
against each other by two nations is now 
widened by the presence in Lonéon of the 
Canadian ministers to attend the secret 
meetings of the imperial defense committee, 
which fis the most powerful body now in 
England and the brain of the political, mili- 
tary, and naval preparations for war. 

Indications are arising that the circle will 
widen still further till it brings Australia, 
New Zealand; and even South Attica into 
the naval preparations. 

Confidént forecasts appear th ihe Tindeo 
papers of gigantic contributions from Can- 
ada, but the Canadian ministere remain 
dumb and have still to face their own mixed 
econmunities with heterogeneous populations. 

This perilous international situation is ac- 
compan.ed this week by the similarly com- 
piex situation of Internal politics, At all 
recent by-elections the Radical land reform- 
ers have thrust themselves and their policy 
in the forefront of the battleground and have 
made a new departure inevitable in the Rad- 
fcal party. 

Separates Liberal Ranks, 

But this preliminary stage of land reform, 
especially when advanced by avowed single 
taxers, separates instead of uniting the Lib- 
eral ranks. 

Capitalists and land owning sections al- 
ready utter cries of revolt, and the Tories 
take advantage of the contradictions in the 
Liberal position by asking awkward ques- 
tions in parilament. 

All this reacts against the position of the 
ministers, and especially of Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Lloyd-George, and has !ed to con- 
stant rumors of his early resignation. These 
rumors are without foundation, but it is cer- 
tain tha: Lioyd-George intends to put him- 
eeif at the head of a big land reform move- 
ment next October which, while different 
from the single tax extremists’ plan, will still 
send Tory landlords into furies of terror and 
vituperatior may antagonize some mod- 
erate secti:

Thus home rule is found no longer to be a 
trump card for the Tories in the elections, 
the masseg of the English people regarding 
it as at once an inevitable and a less serious 
question than such issues as the German 
peril, revolutionary land reform, and cloger 
relations with the colonies for mutual protec- 
tion. 

The enormous success of Asquith’s recep- 
tion in Dublin helped to increase the genera) 


conviction that home rule !s inevitable, while Ill., 


the suffraget outrages have given a blow to 
the suffraget movement for the moment. 

A further sign of the times is that no Eng- 
lish newspaper now pays any attention to 
Ulster threats of civil war, and barely reports | 
eyen the attack of Orange workmen on the 
Catholics in the Belfast shipyards. 

It almost looks as if England is in a mood 
to regard home rule as already settied and to 
pass on immediately to discussion of other 
and more momentous issues. The general 
situation was not affected by another Tory 
ambuscade on Friday, which brought the 
Libetal majority down to three, but such 
episodes reveal themecessity of constant 
vigilance and will result in better attendance 
_and a closing up of the Liberal ranks,

Ancon, Canal, Zone, Panama.—During the 
last week I have investigated Uncle Sam’s 
hotels down here on the lethmus of Panama. 
He is feeding a multitude of men every day, 
and the meals served in his hotels, restau- 
rants, and kitchens ‘are now about 600,000 
per month. 

The cost of his commissary runs into the 
millions a year, but he buys and sells so 
closely, that he annually comes out a little 
ahead. It is not Uncle Sam’s idea to make 
money out of the stomachs of his hard work- 
ing, children. » His chief aim is to give the 
employés good food at just about cost. He 
does this, furnishing the best board that can 
be gotten anywhere in the world for the 
money, 


| Dine Along Line "of Canal. 

In making this statement I know whereof 
I speak, and that by the test of both stom- 
ath and brain. IL have, gone through the 
commiesary account books with Col. Eugene 
T, Wilson, the chief subsistence officer, and 
have figured the cost of and receipts from 
the meals item by item. 

Moreover, I have been living for a month 
at the Tivoli hotel, where the board costs $5 
a day, and have dined again and again at the 
hotels along the line of the canal where a full 
dinner is served for 80 cents, and that the 
equal of many you buy in New York for $2. 
I have also taken my tin plate and for 9 cents 
have had a square feed at the iaborers’ 
kitchens, and later on have eaten with the 
European silver men, where the meals are

Since I came to Panama I have lost allmy 
sympathy with the woes of the American 
landlord. His prices are such that he ought 
to be rolling in wealth, and if he is not mak- 
ing money he does not know how tu run his 
hotel I am also losing some of my pity for 
the whining American housekeeper in these 
days of so-called high prices, and I believe 
that any woman in the United States, if she 
figures as closely as does Uncle Sam, coulé 
not only put more flesh on the bones of her 
children but lay away much spare change 
in. her stocking or. in the family slot savings 
bank on the mantel. 


Eating Houses Are Clean. 

can keep alive and do good work on the 
® cent meal or the 13 cent meal, but the 30 
cent meal which the government gives fs fit 
for a king. It is served three times a day 
at the line hotels situated at the principal 
settlements along the canal zone. and also at 
Taboga, Naos and Porto Bello outste of It. 

There are nineteen of these hotels. They 
are great eating houses surrounded by ve- 
randas and so inclosed in woven wire netting 
that there is never a fir In the butter, and 
the bald headed man can eat without a skull 
cap. These eating rooms are equipped with 
dining tables like those ofa hotel They give 
you fresh tablecloths and white napkins 
and the china and glas=were are first class. 
They have excellent waiters and the service 
is better than that of the average hotel of 
the states. 

Here are some of the menus. I have taken 
them at random out of the mass which is 
sent in from day to day showing just what the 
men have to eat. The ones selected givea 
single day's mea! at the hotel at Gorgona. the 
station on the canal where the repair shops 
are located. They are as follows:

Meals Are All Excellent. 

Those meals cost 80 cents each. 
give you all the menus supplied to eighteen 
other hotels the same day, but it would take 
té6o much space. Some are a& little better than 
the above and some perhaps not s0 good, 
depending on the choice of the cook as to 
dishes. But the meals are all excellent, and 
none costs over 80 cents to the consumer. 
Every cook has to figure out his meals so 
that the average cost will not be more than 
28 or 29 cents, and if he spends more on one 
meal he must cut down on the next. 
eNevertheless, the government finds that 
this sum is quite sufficient to enable the 
cooks to give the very best food and that in 
large portions. Indeed, the average cost of 
the meals is now under 20 cents. Here isthe 
actual cost of the iteme figured out on such 
meals. The decimals run out to the hun- 
dredths of a cent. Here is how the 30 cents 
ig divided:

Men Eat for Nine Cents, 

Now, let us go to the kitchens where the 
silver laborers get their daily bread. The 
most of them are West Indian negroes and 
they have tastes of their own. They want 
certain kinds of food, and the government 
gives them cooks from Jamaica and other 
of the islands because they are better fitted 
to supply the dishes which the men like. 

At these kitchens the men receive three 
meals for 27 cents, or one meal for 9 cents, 
They do not eat in the kitchen, but they 
bring their own buckets, plates, and other 
dishes and carry the food away smoking hot 
to eat as they please. Each man has a 
bucket of rice, a great ladle of meat and 
soup, and in addition to that a banana or so, 

He has a pint of coffee and plenty of vege- 
tables. He receives one loaf of bread per 
day, and the menu is Reeder from mea) to 
meal. 

I have eaten at some of these kitchens, 
taking my own bucket and spoon, and I can 
tell you the food is not bad. The cooking is 
done in great copper tubs on long ranges, 
which run from one side of the kitchen to 
the other, and the soup is served from pots 
which will hold as much as a cider barrel. 

I have eaten also with the silver employés 
among the Europeans. These are Spaniards 
and Italians. They demand a little better 
meals than the negroes, and they like to sit 
down at the table. Many of their dining 
rooms are connected with the kitchens. 
They are much plainer than those of the ling 
hotels, the meals being served without 
cloths, and in dishes of tin or enamel.

Lorimerite May Be Removed for 
Political Reasons,

Washington, D. C., July 27.—{Spectal.}—

TT. N. Jamieson is to be allowed to hang on to 
his $5,000. job as naval officer of the port of 
Chicago for another yearatleast. - 

No attempt to pass the bill abolishing the 
position of neva! officer is to be made till the 
next session of congress, ang the Democratic 
leaders oe doubts that it will paes even 
them. : 

Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh pro- 
posed several months ago & comprehensive 
scheme for increasing the efficiency and re- 
Gucing the expense of operation of the ous- 
toms service. It provided for the consolida- 
tion of customs distriote and the elimination 
of offices which mainly provide soft berths 
for political favorites. 

It also contemplated the elimination of the 
eight naval officers in the service amd the 
transfer of their duties to the regular audit- 
ing force of the treasury department. 

Prized as Political Plums. 

Naval officers constitute a useless append- 
aze of the service, though the positions are 
highly prized as political plums. Their 
functions are performed much more efficient- 
ily and economically by the regular audi- 
tors, who check up on the collectors in all 
ports except Chicago, New ‘York, and the 
other six cities having naval officers. Mac- 
Veagh said that more than $100,00 a year 

could be saved by the reforms he proposed. 

- Thé secretary's recommendations were 
embodied in a bill introduced by Representa- 
tive Cox of Indiana. Majority Leader Un- 
éerwood had the bill referred to the com- 
mittee on ways and means, of which he is 
chairman, and there it slumbers. | 

Chicago never had a naval officer until it 
became necessary to provide a berth for 
Jamieson.

Asks “Why Not Labeled?” 

It will be pointed out that whieky is now 
labeled ‘as to ita ingredients and that prac- 
tically all food and drug products are subject- 
ed to government regulation. 

Representative Anderson wants to know 
why the product of breweries is not labeled 
as are other beverages and foods that enter 
into interstate commerce. 

Just before he retired from public office 
Dr. Wiley as a member of the board of food 
and drug inspection framed an answer to the 
question, “‘ What is beer?” 

Dr. Wiley held that “ beer is a fermented 
product froma mash composed of barley malt 
and hops, with or without a small quantity of 
unmalted cereals not exceeding 30 per cent 
of the barley malt used.’’ 

Representative Anderson and Mies Alice 
Lakey of Cranford, N. J., president of the 
National Coneumers league, have been en- 
deavoring to find out for a long time why 
Secretary Wileon hes deiayed in announcing 
a ruling @s to what conetitutes these under 
the law. 


Replies Not Satisfactory.

ASTEXRING to the variegated tastes in 
a city of more than two million people 
is neither an easy nor a simple matter. 
That these two million people are 
seeking amusement we know, but the 
trick is, and has always been, to find juit 
what particular form of amusement and en- 
tertainment they desire. Hence the lot of 
the theatrical manager is not a happy one. 
; There are no precedents to go by, for public 
taste te fickle and all that we have to guide 
us is that time b Ses line, “ The play is the 
dhiug.” 
{ your manager of today does not make every 
: effort to please his public. He stops netther 
et expense nor energy nor labor. When »s 
piay is produced he has only in mind the 
gatisfaction of the public. He does not delib- 
- erately put on a failure any more than the 
_ ewner of a shoe store would deliberately 
up his stock. The manager is just as 
keen for success, in fact more s0, than the 
critic, for he has a fortune at stake, and the 
word “ fortune,” I might add, in this instance, 
{s used advisedly, for in these days of over- 
production and spectacular extravagance it 
Teally costs a fortune to mount a play, even 
the simplest production.

Among men fn the theatrical business Chi- 
cago has akways enjoyed the distinction of 
being ‘“ the best show town in America,” but 
with the growing popularity of aviation and 
g@utomobiling it does seem as if <Chicago’s 
great theatergoing public might be weaned 
away from its favorite pastime. While last 
geason was a successful one in most of the 
first class theaters of this city, the coming 
geason is expected to be even more profitable. 
The quadrennial bogy of election year is not 
feared any more by the astute theatrical 
manager. Politicians will tell you that the 
campaign meeting is almost a thing of the 
past. Our reading population is developing 
and it is the printed argument now that has 
the eway rather than the flery tongued stump 
speaker. 

As a result of this the theaters do not feel 
the effect of a national campaign as much 
as they formerly did, when burning of red 
fire and brass band parades were a feature 
not only of the city but of country life. With 
business conditions prospering as they have, 
there is no reason why the condition tn gen- 
eral should not be a most excellent one dur- 
ing the season of 1912and 1913. The financial 
depression which seemed to hover over the 
business horizon for so long a time last year 
has ‘vanished and “big business" seems 
ready for a record breaking year. Hence we 
should be the ones to profit by it.

In many instances as coal 
bins, frequently as convenient receptacles for garbage, for household 
supplies, and almost anything other than water.

Now how is it that our intelligent male citizens allow these public 
baths to be kept open to invite the poor to partake of further misery, 
or that they permit the unwashed alien visitor to make a swill pail of 
his bathtub? Because these things are not realized by men in power. 
It is a masculine defect. A woman’s government would be rigidly alive 
to sanitary conditions. 

I have repeatedly spoken of the multiplication of institutions, insti- 
tution population, and the expense of their maintenance. I will now say 
that every child who has his eyes, throat, and ears infected at these 
municipal sewer baths becomes a charge on the city for many years, 
and that every case of sickness caused by insanitary conditions in a 
tenement adds not only to the pitifully long list of human suffering but 
also is reflected in the city budget as a hospital charge.

Internal and external cleanliness, no matter at what cost, is what fs 
most desirable in this city. It is the basis of health, strength, and 


‘morality. 


Women are approaching their work of municipal usefulness having 
passed through an excellent school of preparation. Interested as thay 
have been for many years in the many divergent charities, they have 
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come to a complete understanding of the life of the poor, toiling people. A 


This expérience, with a natural adaptability for the work, serves to 
make women exceedingly valuable as citizens. The time will come when 
women will be given their full rights under the law and they will bring 
about reforms and reformations the need of which have been but lightly 
touched upon in this letter.

The national authorities stood their 
ground, As the plague was wholly amongst 
the. Chinese, and this race habitually herds 
to itself, the bureau’s ordefé governing in- 
terstate quarantine and supervision were 
made to apply only to Chinese.

There seemed to be no use In supervising 
the coming and going of white people, as 
none of them had been found sick with the 
disease. The chance to draw an easy line 
between the safe and the unsafe appealed 
te the common sense of the men in the 
service. : 

However, somebody saw a chance to take 
advantage of a technicality, and the Chinese 
Six Companies were persuaded to ask for 
an injuaction from Judge Morrow. 

The judge heard no testimony ag to 
whether plague was present or not. He 

ted the tnjunction on two grounds: 
First, the regulations discriminated against 
the Chinese; second, there was no plague in 
San Francisco. — 

Twenty-eight Chinese died of plague in 
fan Francisco in 1900. 

By June the powerf olitico-business 
combination had reached the national gov- 
ernment, and the public health and Marine 
hospital service was ordered to stop ite ac- 
tivities. Officially, there was no plague. 

The people of the United States, however, 
and particularly of Idaho, Washington, 
Oregon, Nevada, and southern California, 
would not bé fooled. They refused to trade 
with San Francisco. They did not care to 
buy carpets there and have plague thrown 
in for good measure—what they call lag- 
niappe in New Orleans. : ,

By 1901 the politico-business combination 
had begun to yell like a whipped cur.

_It is recognized now that plague is a dis- 
ease of rats ag well ag of human beings. 
Therefore, when a people ig threatened with 
tlague, it must take thought of its rats.. Bick 
rats are harder to watch than sick people. 
Therefore, when plague threatens, rats are 
nearly as important ae people. 

However, rats are never unimportant, 
They are enormously destructive. They 
cost enough to make them worth while with- 
out regard to the danger from them. They 
spread some disease other than plague. 
They are nasty as well as destructive, They 
-haul garbage and meat Jato out of the way 
‘places, there to rot, offend, and become a 
source of nuisance. There is no redeeming 
word to. be sald for a rat. Human affec- 
tions have been bestowed, and often wasted, 
on everything from trained fleas to ele- 
phants, but who ever loved a rat? 

> 

The common rat of this country is the 
trown rat, the roof rat not being of much 
consequence. These, our usual rate, can 
harbor plague, but, if the digease comes to 
us,’it will probably be brought into the coun- 
try by the black rat—the usual ship and 
harbor rat. 

The black rat, as compared with the brown 
rat, is emailer, more lithe, and more active. 
it has Jonger jega, longer ears, a longer, more 
pointed nose; and is darker In‘color. 

A female rat hag about ten toa litter, and 
beam four litters'a year: No rat census of 
tLe United States, or-any part thereof, has 
ever been taken, byt we can get some idea 
of thelr abundance from a report that on 
a 2,000 acre estate in England they once 
caught 87,000 rats, and Lantssays: “ Bven

Rats do not migrate unless there is a rea- 
eon, and, not infrequently, the reason is the 
existence amongst them of an epidemic dis- 
ease, Therefore, whenever rats are to be 
seen in the daytime, whenever they get out 
on the street or on the road, whenever they 
appear in large numbers or in unwonted 
places, whenever dead rats are found in un- 
usual abundance, whenever the newspapers 
or the neighbora note a plague of rata, it is 
wise to take notice and to inaugurate an in- 
vestigation.

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Lants says: “The ferocity of rate has 
been grossly exaggerated.

Lord Ashton, the multi-aillionaire 
linoleum manufacturer. 

The Irish lord ia not likely to receive much 
sympathy from any of hie fellow country- 
men on efther side of the Atlant, far he 
bears a name and title execrated by all those 
who have at heart the Irish nationalist cause, 
but his misfortunes are perhaps due less to 


etill felt for the first peer of his line. Stu- 
dente of Erin’s history may recall that up 
to 1790 the Dublin parliament was strongly 
opposed to the act of union with Dngiand, by 
which the Emerald isle lost that legistative 
autonomy which the presem Asquith admin- 
istration is solemnly committed to restore to 
her after the lapse of 112 years. 

By 1790, however, the intrigues and bribes 
of Lord Castlereagh among the members of 
the Irish commons had begun to have their 
effect, and when in the. memorable debate of 
Jan. 22 of that year an amendment to the 
address to the throne was moved by Mr. 
Ponsonby, maintaining “the undoubted 
birthright of the Irish to have a resident and 
independent legisiature,”’ it wes eventually 
defeated by a single vote. That vote, which 
virtually sealed the doom of the Irish par- 
Hament, was cast by Frederick Trench, who 
early In the debate had delivered a speech 
announcing his determination to vote in 
favor of the amendment. He had hardly re- 
sumed hie seat when he was approached by 
Cook, the bribing agent of Lord Caatiereagh, 
and during the following hour, while the 
debate was in progress, Cook went several 
times back and forth between Castlereagh 
and Trenoh. 


> 

Finally, just before the division, Trench 
rose to say that he had been mistaken in his 
previous utterances, and that he would vote 
with the ministers and against the main- 
tenance of Irelanc’s parilament. For this 
Frederick Trench was rewarded later by 
elevation to the peerage as Lord Ashtown. 
The story of this most flagrant and shame- 
lesa of all the sales of votes by Irelanti’s 
legisiators during the fight for their coun- 
try’s independence is eloquently described 
in Lecky’s “History of England in the 
Eighteenth Century.” and alao in Sir Jonah 
Barrington’s book en the union of Ireland 
with England. 

Lord Ashtown's principal home ts a 80,000 
acre estate. known age Woodlawn, in County 
Galway. Wight or nine years ego he found 
it necessary to proceed with a number of 
evictions, and this inaugurated a warfare 
between him and the people of the district, 
which resulted in grievous violence and even 
in murder being threatened. The quartering 
of large forces of constabulary on the estate 
for his protection did not prevent destruc- 
tion of hig private apartment by a bomb, 
and he escaped with his life solely because 
he happened to have fallen asleep on a sofa 
in his library in another part of the house. 

There were aome who insisted that the ex- 
plosion was engineered by Lord Ashtown 
himself for the purpose of averting the with- 
drawal of the constabulary, and as he natur- 
ally resented thie imputation he became in- 
volved in all sorts of costly laweuits. About 
a year age litigation of another kind brought 
to light that he was in the hande of profes- 
aional money lendera, and his bankruptey 
under the elroumsteances has caused but lt- 
tle surprise.

Fears Big Land Corpetations. 

Chicago.—[{Back to the Land Bureau.)—I 
with many others, have been figuring on 
getting out to the Feather River valley, but 
what can we do with the great land holding 
corporations? Are they a menace or a bene- 
fit to the proposed land settier?—A, 8S, Lan- 
don, 6747 Emerald avenue. 

A report prepared under the direction of 
Samuel Fortier, chief of irrigation investiga- 
tion, and published by the United States 
department of agriculture, says, in comment- 
ing on the Twin Falls North Side Land and 
Water company project in Idaho: 

“In addition te building the irrigation 
works this company has arranged for the 
construction. of sixty miles of railroad ex+ 
tending through this tract from Gooding 
to Milner. It has established the towns of 
Milner, Hillsdale, Jerome, and Wendell, and 
is constructing hotels, waterworks, and elec- 
tric light plants in these towns, and fs ex- 
tending a telephone system to cover the 
greater portion of the tract. In fact, it may 
be said that the company takes the desert, 
builds irrigation worka, and completely fur- 
nishes the county with all of the modern 
comforts required by civilization. It has 
also advanced funds for the building of 
school houses, so ee ee ee 


immediately upon the taking up of their 
residence by the settlers. ° 

“This method condenses within three or 
four years the progress which under ordi- 
nary circumstances requires twenty years, 
with ‘the result that the water rights sold 
to settles are greatly enhanced in value, to 
the great advantage of the settler, the towns 
become prosperous, and the progress of the 
entire tract is very rapid. This method also 
largely incfeases the taxable property of 
the county and state, because tities are 
acquired as rapidly as possible by the set- 
tiers and extensive — are 
promptly made.” 

Some evils have attaches: to the opera- 
tiong of the great land holding corporations, 
nese principles and scientific methods to 
agriculture has been due the tremendous 
progress made by a number of districts. 
Many such sections have remained stag- 
nant for generationa, and might remain 
stagnant for generations yet to come were it 
not for the enterprise of capitalists.

That's 
why it requires intelligent service to make 
successful salesmen.

Must Be Judge of Human Nature. 

A salesman above all else must be a good 
judge of human nature, capable of deciding 
4t a glance the temperament and peculiar!- 
ties of customers. He must know how to ap- 
proach and how to talk to persons of every 
class. He must have confidence in his own 
ability and in the merchandise he is selling, 
otherwise he cannot convey that confidence 
to his patrons. 

He must avoid all arguments and must 
know what to say and when to say it. Some 
persons require a great deal of “ selling 
talk "—others very little. A successful SA Owe 
man knows intuitively when the psy chologic- 
al moment has arrivéd to cldse a sale. The 
unsuccessful salesman keeps on talking and 
the customer goes away without buying. 

A salesman should familiarize himself with 
bis surroundings and know every detail of 
the stock he ts handMng. Otherwise he wih 
rot be in a position to show goods In an In- 
telligent and satisfying manner. 

He should meet his prospect Pleasantly, 
look him straight in the eye, ascertain his 
wants as quickly as possible, and do every- 
thing he can to aid the buyer in making a 
judicious purchase. No matter how exacting 
& customer may be, he should be accorded 
the same courteous treatment given to one 
who buys quickly. Time spent in showing 
s0o0ds is never wasted, whether a sale re- 
sults or not. 

In our store we try to get men of the high- 
est class as salesmen, men who have these 
qualities of mind. We are always willing to 
pay such men all they are worth. We want 
men who can serve our customers as _ as 
serve us,

Forced Sales Never Pay. 

The successful salesman never attempts to 
force @ sale. It ie bad business and nine 
times in ten results in dissatisfaction for 
the customer. Many good sales and good 
customers have been lost forever te a house 
by. the uee of such methods. 

Above all, a salesman should be honest and 
straightforward in al) his dealings. Never 
misrepresent an article in order to make a 
sale. Look to the customer's interest first, 
last, and all the time. Serving -their interest 
best means serving your employer better. 
To be well served means to be well satisfied, 
and a satisfied customer is the upbuilder of 
business. 

While it is probably true that the most 
successful salesmen in any line are those who 
Start at the bottom and learn the business 
from, the stock room up, I do not believe 
that ig true in all cases. Not all good sales-° 
men start at the bottomof the ladder. I have 
always contended that salesmen are born— 
not mede. 

If a salesman is successful in handling one 
line there is no question that he can make 
good in any other if he makes an intelligent 
siudy of it. . 

No successful firm can afford 'to hire inex- 
perieficed salesmen, for the simple reagon 
that such men are not in a position to give 
the trade that intelligent service which is 
necessary, and which people demand and te

To begin with, what some dietitians insist 
is the king of vegetable medicines: 

ONIONS—Raw, or well cooked, are « 
nervine, nutritious and sedative. Eaten 
raw, as a salad, they correct nervousness 
and induce drowsiness if taken: near bed- 
time, a 

A roasted onion, mashed and enveloped in 
a thin cloth, ie an excellent poultice for a 
sore throat, and if. bound to an aching 
cheek relieves toothache. The heart of a 
roasted onion, if introduced gently into the 


outer ear, is a specific for earache. It must 


be as hot as can pe borne with comfort. 
Be careful not to push it in too far. 

T6 cook onrons property they should be 
boiled in two waters. ‘ The first is thrown 
Sway after ten mmutés’ boil. The second, 
slightly salted and hot, is then poured upon 
the onions andthe simmer continued until 


‘they &re tender. They are cooked to per- 


fection if boiling milk, to which has been 
added a tiny pinch of soda, be substituted 
for the second water. When served, the 
milk shoyld have been thickened at the 
last with a lump of butter cooked to a roux 
with a little flour, then stirred into the milk 
and simmered for a minute. 

The popular objection to onions as a food 
is that they leave a disagreeable odor upon 
the breath. ‘This is less potent when they 
are cooked as I have directed here, and 
even the smell’ of raw onions may be re- 
moved by chewing a few roasted coffee 
beans or a teaspoonful of ground coffee.

Carrots Good for Nerves. 

CARROTS are described for asthmatic 
tendencies, and for what an eminent prac- 
titioner of medicine names “bankruptcy of 
the nerves.”” He advises that they be 


eatetii raw, chopped, or cut smell witha 
e and.piled, like a macedoine, 
upon Yettuce leaves with a French dressing. 


When cooked they are among the most 
nutritious of our esculents, and deserve a 
higher place upon our menus. A map who 
knows of their usefulness in improving the 
quality of a horse's hide, making it healthy 
end the coat glossy and abundamt—afiirms 
that they promote the healthy growth of 
hair upon the human scalp He mey be 
right. They are certainly easily digested 
and go to the general making over of the 
system. 

SPINACH has been aptly called “ the 
broom of the human system.” It containe 
alterative salts and is slightly laxative. 
It is at ite best when cooked without water 
(after washing it carefully) in the inner 
vessel of a double boiler. Asa gentle cor- 
rective of constipation, it is better than any 
patent cathartic pilis. It also acts slightiy 
upon the maners, removing effete secre- 
tions. 

ASPARAGUS acts directly upon the kid- 
neys, and should be indulged in freely in 
the first warm days of spring and early 
gummer. The woody part of the stalks 
should never be eaten. They are lke s0 
many boiled splinters or flax threads.

Celery Chief Vegetable Nervine. 


CELERY is the prince of vegetable nerv- 
ines. It isnutritious when cooked, but the 
chief merit remains with the raw crisp 
stalks. The juice expressed from these 1s 
effectual in soothing and toning the nerves, 
in allaying nervous dyspepsia (that bane- 
ful type of ‘* Americanitis’’) and likewise 
in tempering rheumatic and neuraigia 
pains. It should be chewed freely and the 
juice extracted from the fibers. Then the 
latter should be thrown away. A nervous 
woman who carries a bunch of celery— 
coo! and crisp—to her own room and spends 
half an hour in masticating it, ejecting the 
pulp and fiber, is “ taking a course of medi- 
cine” ten times more efficacious than any 
laid down by the physician who depends 
for his tools upon the corner druggist. 

YOUNG BEETS are good cooked, and 
help to make red blood. They are better 
for this purpose if one can learn to like 
them when peeled raw, cut into shreds, 
and eaten with vinegar and oil as a salad

in. combina(t®)n with celery, lettuce, or 
cress. 

TOMATOES are a prime regulator of the 
liver and a blooti cooler. They contain a 
minute quantity of a vegetable equivalent 
for calomel that acts 
bilious secretions, but so ‘gently that no 
uncomfortable effects are produced. One 
acknowledged authority upon tne virtues of 
vegetable medicines says that tomatoes 
should be eaten raw if'one would know their 
remedial qualities. ‘‘ Cooking,” accord- 
ing to him, “neutralizes” the vegetable 
calomel they carry for the healing of the 


“pa tions.’ 


Children should be ericouraged to eat as 


fruit the pretty egg and plum tomatoes. - 


which are used for pickling. They are 
pleasant to the taste and highly medicinal. 


The skinsof tomatoes are unwholesome and | 


should always be stripped from the fruit 
when» it is prepared for eating, amber 
cooked or raw. 

_ PINEAPPLE as a curative 
comparatively-anknown until’a “ wondrous 
wise Man ™” discovered. that it is a specific 
in throat diseases and applied it with 
marked success in cases of diphtheria. 


The pulp is absolutely proof against di- — 


gestive agencies and should be banned by 
sick and well. The juice holds all that is 
valuable in the tropical fruit. It nas in it 
something of the principle that: makes 
pepsin a panacea for digestive congestions. 
The fragrance and the juice are its pass- 
port to our affections, ‘The juice should 
not be sweetened when used for sore throat, 
croup, and diphtheria. In no case should 
it be used without the advice of a phy- 
eician. 


Lemons Better thei "Quitine. 
LEMONS are a stanch standby in hot 
weather and important in the kitchen the 


year round. The juice of a lemon—unsweet-’ 


ened—mixed in a glassg of water (hot or cold) 


and drunk before breakfast -is better than “ 


quinine for warding off malarial influences. 
A North Carolina planter told me years ago 
that a box of lemons on his plantation was 
worth more than so many pounds of quinine 
in the fever season. A famous doctor left 
op record his opinion that “if lemons cost 
@ dollar apiece they would be esteemed the 
greatest remedy known for liver diseases 
and cognate maladies,”’ 


WATERMELONS afe accredited with the. 


possession of sovereign yirtues in erysipe- 
las, in strangury, and even in yellow fever. 
When ripe and fresh they are as wholesome 
a dessert as one can get, provided they are 
cold as well as just at the right stage of 


ripeness. A green melon is poisonous to . 


young and'to old stomachs. One Overripe is 
almost as unwholesome. 
The same may be said of all varieties of 
nutmeg melons and cantaloupes.

Rule Out- Pastry and Candy, 

Time would fail me were I to racuiael to 
point out the values of ripe pears, peaches, 
grapes, plums, and apples in menus for fam- 
ily meals. Pastry and candy should be 
ruled out of these whilé the mercury runs 
high, and vital forces are taxed to endure 
the sudden variation from -breezy morn to

“TOD KEEP AWAY RATS.—Prepare & 
etrong solution of chloride of ime and wa- 
ter and pour it slowly down and about the 
héles surrounding drain pipes and water 
pipes and into the pipes themselves. ‘Then 
aprinkle thickty with dry chloride of ime. 
Tt will adheré to the wet surfaces and the 
rats will not run over it. They will not 
tread upon the powder atany time. Like- 
wise scatter the chloride upon the celler 
and barn floors, and about the holes by 
which shay muon enter the houseend stable.

Pour Mquid tar into the holes by which 
rats and mice enter dwellings and barns 
and down inte the burrows they make in 
getting under the walls.

Wash fifteen quarts of dandelion flowers, 
pour five galions of boiling water over them, 
and let stand over night.’ Then strain and 
add fifteen lemons, peeled; sliced, and seeded, 
and fifteen pounds of cane sugar. Boll one- 
half hour, strain again, and let stand until 
cool, Then put into a keg or jug to ferment. 
It usually requires about six weeks to fer- 
ment. " Then cork it up until you want to 
use it. 

Be sure and get cane sugar, and not beet 
sugar. The cane sugar is white or slightly 
cream colored, while the beet sugar has a 
bluish tinge. It is important that cane sugar 
be used.

That 
it does not necessarily proceed from even & 
sense of moral, mental, or pbysical deficiency, 
still less from the actual existence of these, 
is well known, and it is this fact that makes 
the curious predilection of the malady for cer- 
tain individuals one of its most aggravating 
features. Speaking broadly, we may say. that 
shyness consists essentially in a state of mor- 
bid self-consciouspess of one’s personal char- 
acteristics, whether physical or mental, in re- 
lation to the opinions of others. © 

“There is a certain amount of evidence to 
show that shyness is hereditary; but however

Boat Inheritance of Bride. 

Mrs. Ingraham was formerly Miss Lucile 
V. Brown, daughter of the late Edwin F. 
Brown, president of the/ Monroe. National 
bank. At his death in the early spring he 
bequeathed to his daughter, among other 
things, his houseboat, the Driftwood, which 
is said to be the most unique and remark 
able craft of its kind in this or any other 
country. 


The boat, which cost more than $25,000 to 
build, has @ver¥ convenience of a modern 
steam heated apattment, and is just as com- 
fortable in winter as in summer. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Mr. Brown spent a considerable 
portion of last wifter on the craft, which 
was then moored on the Evanston drainage 
canal, hoping in this way to regain his health. 

When Miss Brown came into possession of 
Driftwood she was in the midst of prep- 
arations for her approaching marriage to 
Mr. Ingraham, and it occurred to her that 
it would be just the thing on which to spend 
their honeymoon. Mr. Ingraham agreed that 
it would. Accordingly, when the young cou- 
ple returned from their wedding trip, they at 
once moved: into the houseboat, Mr. Ingra- 
ham assuming the réle of commander, with 
his bride as first mate.

Ideal Way to Spend Honeymoon. 


“It is an ideal way to spend one’s honey- 
moon,” said Mrs. Ingraham. “The whole 
boat is just as cozy as it can be, and we 
wouldn’t think of changing it for a real 
house, It will seem like a perpetual honey: 
moon to live in such a place. We plan te 
take a trip down the Mississippi river this 
fall, and as we will have the automobile al- 
ways at hand, ready for duty at a moment’s 
notice, We will be able to tour the surround- 
ing country at any time we wish.” 


Driftwood was designed and built under 
the pesonal supervision of Mr. Brown 
who first conceived the idea of making his 
automobile drive the boat in exchange for its 
“passage.” The craft is seventy-five feet 
long, seventeen feet wide, and on its deck is 
built a house fifty feet in length, the full 
width of the boat, 

The operation of harnessing the automobile 
to the propelling machinery of the houseboat 
requires only a.few minutes’ time. The hubs 
of the car’s rear wheels are equipped with 
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sprocket wheels, and simfiar but larger gears 
are attached to the axle of the boat’s paddle 
wheels. Connection between the hubs and 
the shafts of the paddle wheels is made by 
means of link chain belts. 

*& * 


Precautions to Keep Hall Dry. 

Grooved runways guide the automobile 
from the gangplank to its station between 
the two eight foot paddle wlieels, Once the 
machine is in place, the operating of lifting 
the wheels clear of the deck,. bracing the car 
and attaching the chains can be done in a 
short time. Then, by manipulation of the 
levers which control the motor, one may send 
the houseboat over the water at whatever 
speed he selects In ordinary waters Drift- 
wood can maintain an average speed of 
eight miles an hour; which is. much. faster 
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than such vessels generally can be propelled. 

Oregon fir and tank pine were used for the 
hull, insuring absolute dryness. To keep tlie 
hull from becoming damp, however, the in- 
terior constantly is swept by a current of air 
forced through by the ventilating system. 

A roof garden on the top of Drift- 
wood is one’ of the most unique features 
ever embodied in watercraft of this kind. 
The roof garden is covered by awnings, 8Up- 
ported by a frame which folds flat on the

‘zhioned retributive justice. But the chances are, 
fwe could eet at the faets, that we should find that 
te“ From shirt sleeves to shirt sleeves in three gen- 
rations” adage applies, beyond a doubt, to all great 
fortunes upon which the moral taint 1s fastened. 
There was the curious case of one old fellow who had 
ade a great deal of money and had always pro- 
ested a little too much that it was “clean money.” 
the idea 


Not only does - 
to vice, but it goes , 


that money when tainted would return to its corrupt 
source, and he headed off the operation of the law by 
making over his property to charity. He revealed 
on his death bed that he had used dubious methods in 


business. 


Obviously, it is impossible to get at the means by 
which many great fortunes have been built up. We 
ean only assume that these are questionable. But 
the publie grafter has no such means of hiding his 
tracks. He lives shamelessly in a glass house. He 
is incredibly bold and incredibly impudent. But he 
is not a whit more dishonest than the men who oper- 
ate secretly. On the contrary, he is even less dis- 
reputable than they. If he has one redeeming qual- 

ity, it is picturesqueness. We can use him to 
show the operation of the law of tainted money ; 
and he furnishes a criterion for this operation 
along high and low lines, alike. 

Nowhere does the law of tainted money work 
out more unerringly than in the matter of “ po- 
lice enterprise.’ Most of us know the lines: 


“Goblin gold, 
Which withers into dead leaves 
When the phantom tale ts told.” 


And we may see, by concrete illustration, how 
the fruit gathered from, the exploitation of 
erime, so alluring in appearance as to be well 
nigh irresistible, turns to Dead Sea fruit, leaving 
but the taste of ashes in the mouth. Those who 
are familiar with the history of what is called 
the “ police system.” know that there is another 
and more terrible side to the fortunes of many 
of its individual exploiters than is even sus- 
pected by the publie. It is unfair to restrict 
retributive laws to one class of offenders. It is 
unreasonable to attribute the downfall of these 

offenders to any curse inherent in their gains. It is 
due, rather, to the operation of the universal law 
under which violent transitions of fortune are short- 
lived and earry with-them the seeds of their own de- 
struction. However superficially splendid the for- 
tunes of many police oflicials who have profited by 
crime may be, the decline and ruin of those fortunes 
are often no less rapid than their ‘rise. 

Here is a notorious case In point: Some years ago 
plain Michael X started his career as a patrolman,

licé career, X fought his way up ruthlessly, step by 
step. Long before he had become a sergeant, he 
commenced to graft, systematically, and with sure 
cunning. At the same time, there awoke in his soul 
the instinet of some peasant ancestor; and he used 
to gloat over his seanty stock of gold pieces with no 
end of crafty gratification. To such effect did he 
craft and save, that he passed from the estate of the 

bank depositor to that of the property 
owner. As his gains and income grew, so did his 
cunning and avarice. He sought for greater oppor- 
tunities; and, with each advance in rank, these were 
attained. His natural astuteness and his aequaint- 
ance with politicians enabled him to get “ tips from 
the inside” and to operate in real estate. 

In the democratie barrack life of the police, where 
privacy is almost impossible, and where, because of 
the homogeneous composition of material from 
whieh the force is reeruited, there are no artificial 
barriers between the various ranks, the personal 
peculiarities of each individual are quickly gaged 
and his character summed up in some telling nick- 
name. X was known to all as being money mad, 
and some clever wag in the Department dubbed him 
the “ Gold Bug.’ Because of this ruling passion in 
the man, that had now beeome notorious, the “ pow- 
ers that be” sought him out. It was intimated to 
him that on the payment of a $20,000 “ initiation 
fee” he would be made Inspector. The sum stag- 
gered him. He demurred. But he was reminded 
that he would be turned loose in a district that had 
never been exploited to any extent — one that, on 
account of the changing character of its population, 
afforded a rich field for criminal enterprise. Then, 
he “saw the light.” 

There is little doubt that the pride that X might 
have taken in the coveted Inspector’s gold insignia 
was eclipsed by the possibilities of greater graft. 

The section of whieh the new inspector was given 
charge had grown in a few years from a semi-sub- 
urban, residential district into a considerable mer- 
eantile center, with an outlying belt of factories and 
shops. From southeastern Europe, hordes of immi- 
grants had poured in, for the housing of whom the 
old brownstone fronts had come down in hundreds, 
and towering, close-packed tenements had been run 
up in their place, Once installed, our Inspector lost

Threw him into confidential relations with real financiers 
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no time in putting into effect all the machinery of 
the “ system ” for the proper exploitation of this rich 
territory. Capable ward men, who were by blood 
akin to the varied populations of the district, were 
imported. These were sent out to acquaint the vari- 
ous “ wise people” of the rich opportunities on the 
South Side. Vice and gambling were systematically 
colonized. Mobs of pickpockets worked the ears reg- 
ularly, on percentage; wire-tap- 
pers, gold-brick and green-goods 
men, and all the swindling fra- 
ternity, notified that they could 
do “ business” in this particular 
section, hastened to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity. 

The Inspector’s wealth grew 
by leaps and bounds. The more 
money he got, the more he craved. 
It was no longer a joke to eall 
him money mad; he had become 
literally and actually so. And 
now, this madness took on a pe- 
culiarly dangerous form. Not- 
withstanding his marvelous av- 
arice, X had always, for policy's 
sake, yielded up the established 
percentages of his gain. But 
greed seemed to blind him; he 
saw nothing but money, and he 
was unable to restrain the im- 
pulse to double-cross his asso- 
ciates. This was the unpardon- 
able sin. At first he committed 
it sporadically. He was not 
found out. Then, he threw caution to the winds and 
double-crossed the other fellows systematically and 
in ever greater degree. His earliest victims were his 
ward men, or eollectors. For a time, the latter 
“broke even” with the “old man” by inereasing 
their individual exactions. “on the outside.”- This 
was a sort of toll-taking, over and above the regular 
percentage, a practice that all police systems, are 
compelled to tolerate in their confidential men. 

X knew his power over the ward men. With a 
word he could have sent them back to patrol duty — 
to be the seorn and butt of associates who now re- 
garded them with envy —-and eut off their private 
incomes as well. This was enough to hold them in 
line. But when X began to “eut in” on the big 
people behind the administration, he made enemies 
fast. After a warning or two, and the one last 
chance to which so experienced a toll-gatherer was 
entitled, he found himself transferred to a barren, 
outlying section, where he might gaze lus fill at 
placid lake or gentle meadow, but where there was 
no chance to establish the “system,” because there 
was no material to exploit. But, after all, the In- 
spector had his job and he had his tenements — rows 
upon rows-of them — most of them astutely located 
in unsavory quarters of the city, where the rentals 
were In proportion to the dubious activities of their 
occupants. The Inspector was rich, even by modern 
standards. In his mansion over on the exclusive 
North Side, the wife who had joined her humble 
fortunes to his when he was only a patrolman, now 
had her retinue of servants. At heart, however, she 
remained the simple, unaffected [rishwoman that the 
waitress Mary Blank had been. By scrupulous atten- 
tion to the duties of her church and by generous 
charities she sought to offset the ruin that a curious 
intuition within her warned her was impending. | 

It goes without saying, perhaps, that the faithful 
wife and mother had from the first been little more 
than a cipher, so far as any ability to restrain her 
husband’s ambitions was concerned. She had done 
her duty according to her lights; she had reared a 
large family —- mostly girls — not one of whom had 
ever done a day’s work or ever intended to do it. 
The atmosphere in which they moved was always 
that of the police. Captains, inspectors, chiefs, and 
commissioners, as well as ambitious sergeants, 
formed the social group te which the family be- 
longed. The significance of the splendid ward men, 
who came and went after whispered conferences, 
Was not lost upon the growing children. That there 
should have been any endeavor to train these clildren 
in the handling of money, to teach them anything of 
etihes or morality was, perhaps, too much to hope. 
When they were children, the mother imposed upon 
them the duties of their religion; but these they soon 
outgrew.

An avalanche of gold was lavished upon spies, and 
for the purchase of the weaker members of the “ sys- 
tem ” and its subsidiaries. 

And so, the day came when our Inspector faced 
indictment for oppression and extortion. His ene- 
mies, with that malignity and lack of magnanimity 
typical of the agents of reformers, had him arrested 
at three o’clock in. the morning and dragged out of 
his splendid home, manacled, for exhibition to the 
corps of newspaper men already assembled, by invi- 
tation, to witness the downfall of one who had been, 
in his way, so great. Not unaware of the lengths 
to which avarice had brought their man, the In- 
spector’s enemies triumphantly exhibited to the 
copy-mad scribes a quantity of half-used plugs of 
tobacco, taken from his pockets. These, in ac- 
cordance with the habit that had grown upon him 
of late, he had accumulated by systematic graft- 
ing upon such of his tenants as maintained cigar 
and tobacco shops, under cover of which certain 
illegitimate businesses were earried on.

 paiaaliod as that of Inspector X. Here 


is one that shows the trend of tainted 
money, however, quite as clearly. It is 
the case of John Y, another leading police 
official of one of our big cities. Y was 
a man of a higher mental type than, the 
immigrant who had become Inspector. 
He was, it is true, the son of an immi- 


grant —a successful immigrant, who had 
‘made a small fortune in trade. 
reared in an environment that fitted him 


He was 


for a professional or mercantile life. But 
a leaning toward athletics and an ego- 
tism that suggested to him that he would 
look well in uniform and find favor in the 
eyes of the ladies, led him into the police. 
Entering the service when officers of in- 
telligence were scarce, and when the con- 
trolling ring of politicians was made up 
of wholly illiterate men, Y rose rapidly 
from rank to rank. He soon became im- 
bued with the moral callousness of the 
‘‘system,’’ and found means of increas- 
ing his bank aceount and his popularity 
by avciling himself of the opportunities 
that were presented thick and fast to a 
man in his position. He was known as 
a capable worker, both in and out of the 
service; and he resolved to turn his repu- 
tation to account.. He was not at all an 
avaricious man; so, it was more for the 
improved social position that it brought 
him, than for the money, that he adopted 
this course. He was especially ambitious 
to give his children college educations and 
to be regarded as a gentleman policeman. 
The men of the force had given him a 
nickname that was designed to reflect 
upon his aspirations as a social climber 
and to suggest a certain snobbishness 
that had earned him the ill will of the 
rank and file. But Y cared little for the 
dislike of his inferiors. He was one of 
those men who possess the ability to at- 
tach themselves to persons of a higher 
station in life than their own. He quickly 
acquired a superficial polish. 

Wall Street was his game. He was 
always talking in terms of finance. The 
rough and ready slang of the race track 
and pool room, which his associates found 
to be the most ready medium for their 
gossip, had no place in his vocabulary. 
Y’s position as head of a confidential 
division of the Department not infre- 
quently threw him into confidential rela- 
tions with real financiers; and from the 
latter he gained useful knowledge, not to 
say emoluments: But he was more often 
the boon companion of those shady trick- 
sters and ‘‘high-finanec’’ operators, who, 
though they talk the language of the 
‘*Street,’’ are not its true representa- 
tives. These smooth gentlemen and their 
natural affinities—-the men at the head 
and front of gambling as a business, the 
big bookmakers and their kind, the pool 
room operators, the faro men and the pol- 
icy kings— were known as Y’s friends 
and associates. A man is known by the 
company he keeps in the Police Depart- 
ment, as elsewhere. Y’s status, as doing 
business with gamblers and promoters, 
rather than with those who catered to the 
meaner forms of vice, was soon fixed and 
accepted. But in spite of his abilities, his 
failure to be a good ‘‘mixer’’ with the 


‘rank and file and the humbler allies of 


the ‘‘system’’ brought him many ene- 
mies. His ups and downs became a mat- 
ter of jest, alike in the Department and 
the public press. 

Again and again, to his confidants, he 
expressed regret that he ’d ever gone in 
for police work. It was beneath him, he 
hinted. Wall Street was his lay. It was 
big. A man had a chance there to give 
full rein to his financial genius. He had 
been flattered by the high finance gam- 
blers, who had sought his protection — 
and paid for it — into believing himself a 
financier. Needless to say, there was not 
a game of chance in vogue, good and bad, 
genuine and fake, that Y didn’t know all 
about. He knew horses; but he never dis- 
cussed them. That was a piker’s game. 
Why should n’t Wall Street be ‘‘easy’’ 
he had literally made barrels of money 
out of it without turning his hand over. 
It never occurred to Y that his own brains 


: “bitious, 
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were n't responsible for what he ‘d got, 
but that it was due to his power in the 
Department, of which the gamblers had 
availed themselves. 

However, the opportunity came at last. 
A group of prgmoters for whom Y had 
done more than one favor took him into 
their confidence and promised to show him 
the way to fortune. A wise man like Y, 
the spokesman of the party declared at a 
sumptuous dinner in a private room, from 
which even the waiters were excluded be- 
fore the gentlemen talked finance, knew 
that all Wall Street was crooked, and that 
they, the promoters, came into conflict 
with the law occasionally, only because 
they did not have the right backing or 
because they had incurred by their sue- 
eess the enmity of great financial houses. 

‘‘Now,’’ said the near-financier, ‘‘ we 
have made a connection with a member 
of one of the great banking firms. We 
are in a position to deliver the goods 
along the same lines and in the same way 
as do the actual wire-tappers, who really 
tap wires and beat the pool rooms by 
‘beating the flash,’ in distinction from 
the grafters who simply pretend to do so 
in order to separate easy marks from 
their money.’’ 

With great adroitness, the promoters 
worked upon Y. They used his egotism 
and his well-known social ambition to 
further their ends. 
he knew the game even better than them- 
selves. Much circumstance of detail was 
given. Social references were brought 
into the talk, to make the prospective vic- 
tim keen. He was treated as a superior 
person, and was handled so cunningly 
that he was ashamed to ask for explana- 
tions. In a word, he was hypnotized and 
** fell,*’ 

Two years of the Wall Street game 
left him with an equity in one brownstone 
house —on which was a $20,000 mort- 
gage—and his job. It is reported that 
altogether Y dropped in the Street 
$400,000 of what he was pleased to term 
‘‘clean money.’’ It is a fact that, in def- 
erence to his wife, who had a stronger 
personality than had the patient help- 
meet of Inspector X, Y had for years 
foregone the emoluments known as ‘‘ dirty 
money.’’ But it is true that, after all, his 
‘‘bit’’ from each precinct measured up, 
in the aggregate, to the full quota which 
tradition demanded should be furnished 
by the district to the Inspector. But it 
all came to the same thing in the end; 
Wall Street got back its own from the In- 
spector, and the Inspector acquired con- 
siderable financial experience. 

The case just cited is but one of many. 
A large proportion of ambitious police 
officials are really superior men, who sin- 
cerely deprecate the lack of conscience by 
which so many of their comrades achieve 
wealth. They have a contempt for the 
commanders whose work is so ‘‘raw’’ 
that they will do business with out-and- 
out criminals, selling concessions to safe 
blowers, pickpockets, and even bank bur- 
glars, as in the old days when it was no- 
torious in the underworld that detectives, 
poliee chiefs, and their men worked hand 
in glove with professional criminals. 

Few, if any, of the commanding officers 
in the big Police Departments of the 
eountry have been able to escape the 
almost irresistible lure of ‘‘easy money.’’ 
The higher posts to which ambitious men 
naturally aspired had to be purchased at 
the cost of many thousands of dollars. 
Therefore, the police code — not a moral 
one exactly —seemed to give them the 
right to recoup themselves for what they 
had paid out. The business surroundings 
and social atmosphere in which they 
found themselves, involved them in 
modes of living far more extravagant 
than was justified by their legitimate in- 
comes. At the same time, they were in- 
vested with a power quite disproportionate 
to what was theirs by law. All these 
things tended inev itably to lead the am- 
well-meaning man to reconcile 
his conscience by compromising on ‘‘ clean 
money.’’ He was doing, after all, what 
each man told himself repeatedly, and
